Student Affairs Streamlined

Reorganization of student services 
here has taken place as a result of 
the recent visit by the consultants 
from Purdue University. Based on 
their inspection, the consultants 
found it necessary to update positions 
that would aid the college president 
and increase relations with the stu- 
dents. 

Dr. Robert Garrity has been ap- 
pointed .vice-president for academic 
and student affairs. This new position 
will ease the president’s already- 
burdensome duties sp that he may 
devote more of his time to concen- 
trate on other school-related issues. 

Due to economic problems, there 
has been no student affairs vice- 
president since 1971. The Purdue 
consultants concluded that it would 
be beneficial to have reports of a 
lesser magnitude referred to some- 
one other than the college president. 

With the absence of a student 
affairs vice-president since 1971, 
Garrity will play an important role 
as supervisor for academic affairs 
and in reuniting the academic life 
with the social life of students. 

“I feel it is necessary for this new 
position in order for the president to 
devote more of his time to other 
pressing concerns. I also feel it is 
necessary to improve communication 
between the students and the faculty 
because of the lack of concern over 
communications that has been exhib- 
ited in previous years,” comments 
Garrity. “Over the past years, there 
has been a division between academic 
and social affairs and it is essential 
to reunite the two into one.” J l

will be necessary to rebuild student 
relations from the ground up instead 
of taking what we have and working 
down.

After this introduction. Father 
Matichek conducted the remainder 
of the meeting as Senate members 
submitted their proposals. The re- 
sult was a list of over 75 ideas which 
the Senate could concentrate on 
throughout the rest of the year. 
After this brainstorming, the meet- 
ing divided into small discussion 
groups to determine various courses 
of action. 

Most of the members agreed that 
the brainstorming session was a 
complete success. 

“I thought it was excellent because 
people got a chance to speak their 
feelings,”, states Jim Pronteau (sr.- 
Gal.), chairman of the maintenance 
committee. 

“There was an openness to new 
and opposing viewpoints which en- 
courages people to work together,” 
said Father Matichek. “The ability 
to approach an issue from both sides 
is a real sign of maturity.” 

“I believe we really accomplished 
a lot with this session,” adds Behnke, 
“But there is a lot more to do. Now 
that we finally are aware of what we 
want to do, the task remains for us 
to actually do it.”
